Buffalo has already experienced some situations 
concerning the advisability of -having Security-Flash 
notices placed with the Bureau«s Identification Division 
for subjects being included in Section A of the Reserve 
Index. It is noted th^t no specific instruction or 
policy in this regard was contained in re SAC letter. 
It is the view of Buffalo that it would be most desirable 
for Security-Plash notices to be in effect for Section A 
Reserve Index subjects because (1) it is necessary to bring 
op to date annually information concerning these subjects; 
(2) it would be very desirable to be aware of their whereabout 
as soon as practical should anT changes in locale of 
residence take place; (3) new-found data concerning arrests 
. aid other reasons for fingerprinting would be desirable, and 
(ij) other phases of handling these subjects are similar in 
nature to those on the Security Index, 

For the above reasons, the Buffalo Office, will, 
DACB, make effort to place or retain Security-Plash notices 
on all Section A Reserve Index subjects in the future. 

It is suggested that the Bureau, because of the 
desirability of this procedure and in the interest of 
uniformity throughout the field, may desire to establish 
the foregoing as a field-wide procedure bT issuance of 
appropriate directive.

The rapidly deteriorating situation betv/een Cuba and the U.S. 
has prompted us to direct our planning so as to be prepared to meet any 
eventuality, whether in the form of a limited or full-scale emergency. 
It is essential to identify and tabulate those individuals who, in an 
emergency involving Cuba, would represent a potential or actual danger 
to the internal security of the U.S. Study reveals our existing Security 
Index procedures offer the best/framework within v/hich to accomplish this, 
with minor modifications in order to fit requirements of Cuban situation. 

This tabulation can be effected by having all field offices

While tabulating those "Pro-Cuban" individuals on the 
existing Security Index it is believed we should afford firm guidance 
to the field in recommending additional individuals for the Security 
Index who in consideration of the clear and present identification 
of the Cuoan Government as being procommunist, pro-Soviet Bloc and anti- 
United States, would be deemed dangerous or potentially dangerous to 
the internal security of the U.S. in event of an emergency involving 
Cuba and the U.S. In requiring that the facts clearly and unmistakably 
depict a subject as a dangerous individual who could be expected to 
commit acts inimical to the national defense and public safety in such 
an eventuality we are instructing the field that, in recommending 
additional subjects for the Security Index on this basis, there should 
be a substantial showing of data within the following standards: 



(a) An individual has served as a leader or officer or has 
substantially participated in the activities of a pro-Castro organization 
and has engaged in activities which have included either the preparation 
or distribution of pro-Cuban. or anti-U.S. propaganda; the active 
collection of funds for any agency or representative of the Cuban

Dissemination responsibilities closely supervised to Insure 
adequate disciiarfxe oi our responsibilities. Dissemination to State 
Department and Central Intelligence Apjency and Legal Attaches 
continues heavy because of travel of subversives abroad. SAC Letter 
61-22 dated April 13, 1061, clearly defined instances iu which 
field must advise the Bureau of individuals of security interest 
traveling abroad. 

Security programs of other ag^encles depeuu iu a great extent on 
AuXv/AjaacjLUii ui£>£3«::iajLnaieu T,Q xnem oy tne Bureau. We continue to 
receive numerous requests from defense agencies and United States 
Coast Guard for witnesses for appearance at hearings. Identities 
of 103 potential witnesses made available to these agencies for 
possible utilization at hearings during above period. 

Increased activity on part of Nationalist Part yy of Puerto Rico 
and other Proindcpendence Groups lias necessitated continued intensified 
coverage. Iniormaxion oeveiopeo afforded iDuncdiate and complete 
dissemination to interested a£i:encies. Six of these organizations 
receive continuous investigative attention because of their potential 
for violence. The proindependence student group at the University of 
Puerto Rico has affiliated with an international Soviet-controlled 
front which exercises considerable influence among the students. 
Individuals associated with these organizations have committed 
malicious nuisance acts, made several attempts to destroy United States 
property and conducted several anti-United States picketings. 

Membership ranges from a few to over a thousand and emphasis has 

been placed on uniting all organizations into one mass movement 

for independence. The relationship between Castro, the Soviet Union 

and Puerto Rican independence movement has been closely followed.

It will no longer be necessary to submit letters on 
January 15 and July 15 of each year advising that all Security 
Index cards are In an up-to-date status and whether addresses 
for all Security Index subjects have been verified within the 
preceding six months. The residence and employment of these 
subjects must continue to be verified at least once each six 
months in accordance with current Bureau instructions.

B. Semiannual Letters re Status of Annual Report Program 

Discontinue the submission of semiannual letters on 
September 1 and March 1 of each year advising of the status of 
this Program. Insure, however, that the reports in Security 
Index cases are submitted in accordance with the schedule set 
forth in Section Std of the Manual of Instructions. 

C. Transmittal of Key Figure Lists to the Bureau 

Discontinue the aubmiBisiuii uf iiaLs ul key rigux-eo 
presently required to be submitted on April 1 and October 1 of 
each year. Continue to maintain current lists of key figures. 
Including top functionaries, in your office as required by 
Section 87D of the Manual of Instructions. 

D. Security Index Subjects Employed in Key Facilities 

Submit reports on Security Index subjects employed in 
key facilities on an annual basis in the future unless, of 
course, such subjects are key figures or top functionaries. If 
such be the case, reports should be submitted in accordance 
with the instructions pertaining to submission of reports in 
key figure and top functionary cases. Although it will no 
longer be necessary to submit semiannual reports in the routine 
key facility case, you should insure that if pertinent information 
is developed of particular and immediate interest, such must 
be promptly furnished the interested agency. ^

By adopting this suggestion, a minimum of two 
reports would be submitted during a three year period and 
a minimum of three reports would be submitted durin"- a 
five year period; thus, a minimum of tw6 reports woSld be 
submitted during a three year period on a Security Index 
subject If the -subject is involved only in a leadership 
capacity in a front group. It is felt that in order to re- 
evaluate each case in the light of the Security Index 
criteria, two reports covering the pertinent period would 
De just as effective as would three reports coverino- the 
same period. It is noted that in the case where a subiect 
has been quite active, the activities. of the subject are 
lumped in reports other than in an initial summary report. 
By lumping," a subject's attendance at routine meetings 
of a subversive organization over a period of time where the 
subject did not take an active part are "lumped" together to 
avoiu uelaxleu specif ic^ reporting: of repetitious mp*:^+-incrc r^-p 
f«5°^^i^® nature; e.g., a subject attends ten meetings of the 
Midwest Committee for Protection of Foreign Born (I'CPFB) 
during the period 1/1/60 - 5/1/60, and does not take an 
active part m these meetings. This activity of the subject 
can be "lumped" in a report by a statement such as: During 
the period from 1/1/60 through 5/1/60, JOIH^ SLIITH was reported 
in attendance at ten meetings of the MCPFB, all^of which were 
held in the Chicago area. Thus, in the case of a fairly active 
Security Index subject, two to four volumes of material may 
be accumulated during a period of one year. Therefore, con- 
cerning the same individual, during a period of 18 months, 
four to SIX volumes of material may be accumulated. Y/ith the 
above mentioned lumping process, it would not talie, for 
example, twice as long to prepare a six volume report as it 
would to prepare a three volume report. Therefore, it is felt 
by extending the period between reports a significant time 
f^yi??.^'°^-^^ ^^ accomplished without the 'lessening of proper 
fulfillment of the Bureau's responsibilities.

Durin;: the SI Review Program of the Si^rin^; and SiLTiiaer of 1955 
the Annual P^eport Program became delinquent in a nu:iiber of field offices. 
Deadlines were set to brinr; the Fro:5ram to a current status and 
instructions were issued that each field office should advise the Bureau

Recommendation : 

It is recommended thaft this requirement be eliminated. This 
would save two letters from each field office annually and the status 
of this matter in individual cases can be followed through the 
utilization of a tickler system. 

Transmittal of Key Fi;;ure Lists to the Bureau 

E^ch office ic required to submit a llol of ilj> key ri\^ure5, 
including top functionaries, to the Bureau on .^pril 1 and October 1 
of each year. In addition to listing the icey fi:;ures the field 
indicates the status of the case, whether a photo:^rapn and handwriting 
specimen haye been forwarded to the Bureau, and the position held in 
the subversive movement and in any labor union. 

RecoDbuendation : ^ 

It is recommended that this requirement be eliminated. 

I In a large office such as New YorK, which has \^o aey figures and 16 
top functionaries, considerable effort is necessary in the preparation 
of these letters. Its elimination will require closer attention to 
details at the Seat of Government in insuring that the field has met 
requirements in tliese cases. However, this can be handled in 
connection with the file reviews conducted at the time current reports 

i are received.
